we cannot expect much
consideration,” —this  was
the remark made by one o
the' committee of Torrance
citizens ‘who went up to
the Los Angeles Board of
Education meetin g- this
week to request that work,
on the promised Fern
Avenue school' be - com-
menced at once. =

The Torrance committee
under the able leadership
of Dr.
pointed out the urgent
Jieed of the Fern Avenue
school, stressed the large
financial contribution that

this. city makes to schools, [San Férnando Vattey and—the—in—|

and reminded the Board of
Education that it had defi-
nitely -promised Torrance
the Fern Avenue school if
the recent $12,720,000

' schopl bond issue carried.

But the doctor’s claims fell
on—deaf -ears, as it was
quite apparent that the
Board of Education had
made up its mind in-ad-
vance to deny Torrance.its *
school and nothing, that-
might be said. would- alter
the education board from—
its stand. . Pre-election
promises apparently mean
no more to Los Angeles
educators than they do to

|

-county—politicians .and the

Board of Supervisors. ‘But
we didn’t” intend to say
anything about the health
clinic and the justice t,
aven if it has been a year
since we were promised
these  instintions by - our
“big hearted” John Quinn.
But to get back to, the
school question.

The flimsy excuse of the
Board of Education that
Torrance is soon to vote
on a new charter which
will automatically give this
city control of its schools,
reveals a most unfair atti-
tude on the part of the
school authorities. Perhaps
the most ridiculous state-
ment made by the school
board was ‘“we have put
in over a million dollars in
permanent improvaments
in Torrance which you
would get for about. half
this amount should the
charter election carry.” Did
you get it,—‘WE have put_
in, etc.?” ‘Just as if Tor-
rance with its twenty-four
millions_of assessed valua-

‘tion and tha big school tax

rate has not paid into the™
Board of Education coffers
many times this amount
during the 15 years it has
been a member of the Los
Angeles , City school sys-
tem. Torrance has paid
dearly for its schools and
it will continue .to pay
much more than it will re-
celve in réturn so long as
it remains a part of the
Los Angeles city system.
Then, there is the Junior

College situation.. If Tor-
rance were not a part of
school

®

system, Torrance boys and
girls could:attend any Jun-
jor College they might
gelect and the state would
pay the bill. - Redondo and
Hermosa Junior College

_students may attend Long

Beach, Compton, Los An-
geles or any other Junior
College, because Redondo
and Hermosa have their
own schools, Schools have
been in session three
weeks, and it was only yes-
terday that Torrance stu-
dents were finally told that
they could attend the
Compton Junior: College in-
stead of spending three
hours a day motoring to
Vermont Avenue College in
Los Angeles. In the mean-

Disclaiming any  right to have
teachers. employed in local schoals

for their ‘duties as teachers, the
board, however, has no right legdl-
1y to dictate to the' teachers of
Los Angeles as to what portion of
the city they shall live in"” was
the reply to'the chamber’s resolu-
tion of August 5,

“7his applies tothe teachers in
(duestion Inasmuch as Torrance is
a portion ‘of the Los Angeles city
located in this school district,” con-
tinued the letter signed by W. A,
Shelton;— secretary-—to—the_board,
and addressed- to the Torrance
chamber.  The local organization
had requested that all teachers
employed in local schools should
be residents of Torrance at least
during. the school term. %
